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CURRENT TRENDS

The admission rate for All Causes for this week was 518 per 1000 strength on an annual basis, or 
_ 46 wrcent higher than the corresnonding rate of 495 reported for last week. The current rate still 
“ compares favorably with the corresponding rate of 1945 which was 74 per 1000 higher. The highest rate, 
i 680, was reported by the 7th District; the lowest rate, 310, by the Potomac and Severn River Commands. 


ae The rate for Total Respiratory Diseases shows a rise of 7 percent this ‘week. This rate 30.7 

oy stends well below the rate 147.8 for the same week in 1945. The trend was upwards in all the districts 

ae except the lst, 4th, 6th, 8th and llth. The 5th District was high with a rate of 123.0 and the 4th

average. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, With a reversal in the trend for past weeks the admission 
és rate for these infections rose 10.5 percent this week to 80.7. A year ago the rate was 100.9. The 
as eight districts renorting increases for the week were led by the River Commands and 12th District who 
had increases of 156 percent and 137 percent respectively. The 6th District is still high with a rate 
of 80.3, or a 31 wrcent decrease from last week; the 4th District is low with a rate of 15.1. 


5 PNEUMONIA-BRONCHO AND LOBAR. By decreasing 42.9 percent this week the rate for these diseases now 
ee stands at 1.2. This is slightly below the rate of 1.5 for the same period in 1945. Cases were report- 
ed by only the 3rd, 5th and llth Districts. 


ee PNRZUMONIA, ATYPICAL. Following the trend of all the pneumonias this week the rate for this infect- 
= ion decreased from 3.0 for last week to 2.6 or 13.3 percent. Cases were reported by only the 3rd, 5th 
i 6th, 7th and llth Districts. The rate for the 5th district spurted upwerds 28% percent from 1.7 to 6.6. 
. The 3rd and 7th Districts reported no cases last week. 


- _  MONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The admissionrate for these infections after decreasing for a 

a period of six consecutive weeks began again to increase last week. The new trend was continued this 
week by a further increase of 65 percent to the rate of 26.4. <A year ago the rmte was 42.3.
